The continuous-blooming qualities of the Snapdragons, their ease of 
culture and pure, bright colors, entitle them to a permanent place in all 
gardens. Although perennials in the South, they do splendidly when 
grown as annuals in the North; spring sown seed produces flowering 
plants by July, which continue to bloom in increasing profusion until 
frost. When planted in beds the plants should be placed 9 inches apart 
each way. When grown individually it is advisable to stake the 
plants on account of the weight of the large spikes of bloom.
